Thirty years ago today, the City of Albany, by a referendum 
of some 200 voters, became incorporated from the grants and 
holdings of one Don Peralta, a Spanish land-grantee who settled 
on the coast over 200 years ago. 


Since that time, the site of our city has changed from one 
owner to another until about 35 years ago when it was sub- 
divided and streets laid out, pavements put down and civic im- 
provements begun. I do not think the early settlers realized 
what a wonderful geographic location or possibility lay before 
the City of Albany. : 

Today, we have a modern city of some 4000 homes and a 
population of more than 16,000 people. 


To the early settlers we give credit for the founding of our 
city of which we can all feel justly proud, and congratulate them. 
To some who have passed beyond, we do dedicate this day to 
their memory. 

The 18 years I have been a resident of our city have been the 
happiest days of my life and I have never lived in a community 
of btter neighbors and warmer friends than I have experienced 
in Albany. I am sure the vast majority of people will agree on 
this subject. 

In passing our 30th anniversary let us not look back on the 
trial and tribulation of those past years of building in our city, 
but forward toward the bright outlook ahead of us and let us 
all strive for a bigger and better Albany which is within the 
making. We can try to lighten the burden of our neighbors if 
adversity should overtake them, strive for democracy so that 
we may eliminate all isms except Americanism.

Mandate for 
Action Filed 
By WGregor 


Ask Permit or Cause 
of Revocation; City 
to File 





Biting: a petition for an alterna- 
tive writ of mandate in the Ala- 
meda County Superior Court, 
Charles M. MacGregor, Albany 
building contractor brought Al- 
bany’s “Chicken House” case to- 
ward final settlement yesterday. 


According to the writ filed by 
MacGregor through his attorney 
Carlton Rank, action is sought 
either to cancel revocation of the 
recent permit declared void by the 
City Council, or show cause why 
the revocation should not be set 
aside. The order is designated as 
returnable October 6. 

Order was signed by Judge War- 
ren V. Tryon of Del Norte County, 
temporarily assigned to the Ala- 
meda County Superior Court. 

The case was sent toward the 
court at last Monday night’s meet- 
ing of the City Council when City 
Attorney Joseph Y. Young was 
given power by the Council to ask 
for declaratory relief from the 
Superior Court by an opinion and 
interpretation of Albany’s zoning 
law regulating the construction -of 
a building for C. A. Valterza at 
957 San Pablo Avenue. 

During the discussion, Rank, re- 
presenting MacGregor, announced 
that it is his “client’s intention to 
complete the building, and that if 
the Council doesn’t rule on the 
matter, that a writ of mandate will 
be filed in the Superior Court so 
that construction might be resum- 
ed.” This process, Rank stated, 
would bring the issue to a point 
where a certificate of occupancy 
might be ruled on by the Council 
or the Park Planning and Zoning 
Commission. 

In a statement to the Times late 
last night, City Attorney Young 
indicated that the City would file 
a cross complaint for declaratory 
relief as was originally intended, 
and in general go ahead with their 
plans to relieve the situation “to 
the best interests of the City and 
for all parties concerned,”
